should think through for themselves. Seceuse 
emotion of the right sort end eporopriete to 
the story or theme, is perhaps the sost is- 
portant hook you oen spply to s reader. You 
oon be right as rein, logical in every pert 
of your materiel, but if you Gon’'t make the 
reeder fee) the impact of what you erite, he 
sill no tapressed ena aey slip off your 
beited hoox. 


Perhaps the first lesson to be leerned is 
thet sense of reeder identity sith « story, 
or whatever theme you sere hendling in « po- 
e@, @esey Or article. Most readers think it 
is enterteinment they are seeking. ut the 
reel fector they creve is « widened, helght- 
ened eeareness of life, en extension of the 
experience they bulld up over » lifetime. a 
reeder oan live only one life, but in aage- 
tines and books, the stege ana other visual 
mecaia, he can stretch the renge of his fao- 
ulties immeesurably. You can teke hia to «a 
fer corner of the globe; you cen tee hin out 
of himself: make e little, craven men resl- 
ize whet it is to be bold, edventurous, end 
couregeous. We are the product of #11 #hich 
we experience. So, se #11 of us sant to see 
how the other helf live, end to experience, 
Tully ana vivicaly, es if we were living out 
right here and now in the imamecisete present 
the rich lives of those cherectere s eriter 
aeks us momenterily to identify ourselves «4 
our own inner perecnalities Frith. 


Every good “story” you file #ith reeders, 
is e blend of emotion end logical intellect 
But if you make it reelly come slive in the 
menner | heave just described, you heave tek- 
en the first step in cresting emotions) ia- 
pect. The second is to use visuel pictures, 
so that the reeder cen help to tell « story 
himself. The other dsy I visited « ledy «ho 
ie old end hed fractured her hip. She probd- 
ably hes not long to live. 1 wrote « letter 
to one of her relatives, trying to give the 
letter e full eceount of how the sick soman 
looked and felt. I described the peintel bet 
clean eraey wells, the little things « nurse 
eeid and did. I mentionec things 4 thoughts 
connected eith the enotionel overtones of « 
situetion where death might not be fer sway. 
The women to whom 1 wrote told me my letter 
ees wonderful.

let ue enelyte this epperent contredictio. 
1 heave elreedy referrec to “reeder identifi- 
cation*. But to aske the reader feel, it is 
necessery to understend teo other elements 
or principles. The first of these is thet of 
emotions) projection. It is not your emotion 
that's importent, elthough you sust heve it 
in order to light up the reecer. As « mett- 
er of fect in the reel sense of the word en 
euthor’s emotion hes very little te do sith 
the emotion he is portreying. He is touched 
by the dremetic possibilities of en emotion 
he viseuelizes. But then he becomes ebdeorbed 
in doing » tender, sensitive job. His emo- 
tion therefore, springs from hie feeling of 
creftemenship in echieving the effect he is 
intent upom creeting in the mind end heartof 
@ reeder. This is the second element. 


Somerset Meughem told in “Of , 
of watching 30 mother die en eo 
wes teking in ol) the touching little bite, 
ehich would mexe ea reeder feel es he should 
have been feeling et the moment. Heartless? 
Well, it ocean be, or it need not be. If you 
view eng tell such « scene in the spirit of 
cynice] brevedo, yes. But if you write as « 
oreftemen end make the reader « better tman 
for heving seen s bit of life through « ere- 
ative imeginetion thet you slone can offer, 
most decidedly nc. 


Meking the reeder feel es you 40, requires 
not only en emotionel, but slso intellectu- 
el sensitivity on your pert, together sith « 
crestive sense of the story velues. Theat is 
why #reet eriters sre sometines spomen of es 
“born” story-tellers. Their ebility exudes, 
shell we sey, not only from their heert and 
mind, Dut elso their very flesh end teaper- 
ement, the personality end epirit thet ie— 
their tiny sperk in the night lit from thet 
infinite toreh thet to e grester or lesserd 
aree illuminetes us eli. 


The “born” story-teller hes en instinctive 
sixth sense for the right end eppropriets & 
motina) eppeel to the reader. This is not en 
ect of genius, however. It cen de developed 
by Knowing your markete and reeders. snd al- 
so by Knowing people. If you understend shat 
is “neturel” uncer verying cireumstences so 
thet your cherecters come slive, ené if you 
develop by lone practice that skill for see 
ing the importent, Gremetic, touching sights 
acunds, actions, thoughts, you'll be on the 
wey. Finally, if you use words tying in eith 
people's emotions, you'll ring the bell.

form is such more then thet. It ie« ehole 
set of cerpentry tools, end eith it (if you 
ere @ good cerpenter) you cen duild eny kind 
of poem: « French ville, @ thetched but, Cape 
Cod cottege, or « modern serdine box. You 
cen teke the plens someone elee hes dreen uy 
if you think they #11] enseer your needs in 
every respect. Meny poets have gone beck to 
the erchitect Shetespesre enc heve sede good 
poems on his model of the sonnet. 


When you use en esteblished form, it’s lixe 
writing to BETTER HOMES & GARDENS for one of 
their house plans. This 1s @ else thing for 
you to ¢o if it fille your need. Others texe 
an estebdiiahea pettern end vary it, changing 
it here end there the better to seesomodete, 
or give full expression to the idee they ée- 
sire to house in it. Still others stert from 
scratch, gaking their own petterns for their 
own poems. 


Two veriletions of & poem were sent in re- 
cently to us to enelyze. Cne wes eritten in 
blenk werse following the rules to the let- 
ter. The other ceperted from thet perticulsr 
form here end there, encing « line simultme 
ously with @ sentence, shortening « iine, 4 
so forth. The poet ees pugzilea end worried. 
To her it seemed the second version ses bet- 
ter. And must she stic« to forms? Of sourse 
the seconc version wee better, becsuse this 
poem could not be forced into the plen, and 
pettern of blank verse. It needed « bit sore 
freedom. The poet es architect gust meke al- 
lowence for its neec. and in doing so, this 
poet was not sbendoning form as she feerec. 
She wes merely cesting eside one form which 
Gia not fit, for one thet 414. 


There has to de form in poetry justes thre 
hes to be form in prose. A poet cen either, 
for exemple, use em esteblishea form or in- 
vent his own pettern to fit the poetical ex- 
cerience he is trying to share. Guercing, in 
the case of the letter, sreinst inadvertent- 
ly slipping into « prose pettern. The terms 
“meter” end “rhytia™ heve sometimes been us- 
e4 interchengesbiy. Soth prose end verse el- 
ways ~esess rhythm, but only verse hes met- 
er. If @ poet deperts too fer from meter or 


veries it too greetiy, be sey slip ecrom the 
diviaing line beteeen the rhytha of poetry 4 
the rhythm of proee.

The first question to deteruine is eheth- 
er the segetine bes sound finenciel and ed- 
itorie] becking. There is « serked contrest 
for instence, between some new fly-by-night 
plan to make the subscribers underwrite the 
venture, end the older poetry eegetines thet 
beve stood the gaff for 20 years or more. A 
esecone question is #ehether the editor aere- 
ly pestes up everything thet comes in. Does 
he heve stenderds, or ¢0 you simply esit for 
your turn to be printed in the spece, which 
is eveilebdle? 


A certein publisher-editor, « good friend 
of ours, recently told us his megezine it is 
eaic, publishes more poetry than any other. 
Me ween frenk to e4¢4 thet meny of the poems, 
thet he does print should not heve been «1- 
lowed to fina their sey into type. But it's 
hie opinion, enc | egree #ith his, thet the 
young «riter receives e number of edvaiteges 
in thie king of publicetion. A as. looks en 
eeful lot aifferent to « serious ereftenen, 
when it eppeers in public type, end « care- 
ful editor hes gone over it #ith s sharpen- 
ec Dive pencil. Those eho eieh, cen learn « 
@rest deal from such en experience. 


But such « magezine is not for experienc- 


ead writers. As soon es they heve grown some 
wing feethers, they should step out of thet 
nest end leern to fly. There ere, however, « 
number of eritere, sho heave been contri but~- 
ing to thet megezine for ten yeers.

If 
the line is continuous, Ddut conteins irrei- 
event materiel, or if it permite the rescer 
to wender ewey on en inviting side treil, it 
will ffeil certeinly of ite intendea effect. 
For the time thet you hold the reeder's et- 
tention, you must be quietly enc effective- 
ly ruthless. Nothing else gust be es iagpor- 
tent, not even « fire in the next block, or 
the birth of e beby in the next room. 


If you develop your theme cerefully, in « 
series of nest, logicel steps, your line of 
interest wil) et leest fulfill the require- 
ments of » line. if your theme is thrilling 
or sigenificent enough, it e111] tend to hold 
@ reeder ageinst ordinery Gistrections. Sy 
clever hencling you cen give it more pleus- 
ible eppeel then it genericelly conteins. A 
erest writer breethes the fire of life inte 
most of his mse. The rest of us, sore pilod- 
Ging techniciens, have to be content with « 
cereful ettention to ceteils. We heave to ¢o 
everything in our power to eliminate feults 
anc mgeke our lines of interest tight.
